Saikachi et al discloses di-furyl pyrazine compounds that have antibacterial activity, 
but since "furyl" is excluded from the definition of Riand R 2 in formula (I) according 
to instant claim 1, the compounds do not anticipate nor render obvious any 
compounds claimed herein.
